PHILADELPHIA, Jan 1 
(AP}.—The Liberty Bell, sym- 
bol of U.S. independence, was 
rolled out of Independence 
all and into a new viewing 
center early today as revelers 
praved rain to ring in 1976, 
the nation’s Bicentennial 
year. 

The 3,080-pound bell rode 
atop a 700-pound cart to 
Liberty Pavilion, a block north 
of Independence Hall. 

The bell rested on a bed of 
wet cement to prevent the 
spread of the crack tbat 
developed while it was talling 
the death of Chief Justice 
John Marshall in 1836. ὁ 

‘The steel and glass pavilion, 
where the bell is to remain 
permanently, was built with, 
$800,000 in federal funds. It 
was opened to visitors today 
after the bell was hung oD 8 
stainless-steel pillar.

more CIA agents despite criticism 
Prompted by the magazine's pin- 
pointing of agent Richard Welch 
before he was slain last week In 
Greeee. 

Doug Porter, a co-cditor of 
Counterspy, said the magazine did 
not cause Mr. Welch's death be- 
cause its disclosure of his role 
as CIA station chief in Peru had 
been published before.

Hardship Foreseen 

LISBON, Jan, 1 (UPI).—Presi- 
dent Francisco da Costa Gomes 
broadcast a grim New Year's Day 
message to the Portuguese people 
today, foreseeing only hardship 
and steadily rising prices in 1918. 

“I would like to be able to 
announce a new year free of 
Profound worries, but that un- 
- happily is not possible. ‘The roads 
to peace and liberty are arduous 
and full of obstacles and dangers,” 
he said, 

The President’s speech blamed 
the Portuguese themselves for 
most of their problems aud asked 
the nation to remember the im- 
portance of its historical and 
geographical ties with the democ- 
racies of Western Europe. 

“We cannot forget that Por- 
tugal is situated in Europe and 
that we have strong, centuries-old 
cultura] and economic relations 
with these countries,” he said. 
“We thus have fundamental rela- 
tions of cooperation and friend- 
ship with the European Economic 
Community. It is equally well 
worth remembering that Portugal 
Tespects the international agree- 
ments and pledges that we have 
undertaken.” 

The President spoke on tele- 
vision as the public reeled under 
the impact of major year-end 
Price rises and the development 
of food shortages.

France Will Give 
Independence to 


Afars and Issas 


PARIS, Jan. 1 (WP}—France 
has formally recogmized the right 
af its last African colony, the 
Territory of the Afars and the 
Issas, to independence, but in- 
dicated it would keep troops 
there indefinitely to “guarantee 
its integrity and security.” 

A government statement yes- 
terday reflected fears that a 
complete pullout could touch off 
a war between Ethiopia and 
Somalia, which covet the small 
but strategically located territory 
on the horn of East Africa. 

France has ruled the 8,000- 
square-mile territory, which en- 
compasses the port of Djibouti 
and guards the western approach 
to the strait leading into the 
Red Sea, sce 1884, 

The statement was issued af- 
ter a three-day visit here by 
Premier Ali Aref, the head of 
the territory’s local administra- 
tion, 

French officials said that ne- 
gotiations on independence could 
end before the June summit 
meeting of the Organization of 
African Unity, but that France 
would maintain about 6,000 
soldiers in the territory after in- 
dependence. The United Nations 
has called for complete French 
withdrawal. 


A Judge Clears Mrs. Peron 
Of Charge of Stealing Funds 


BUENOS AIRES, Jan, 1 (AP). 
~—An investigating judge has 
cleared President Isabel Peron of 
a charge that she tried to steal 
$700,000 from charity funds. But 
a congressional investigation into 
the charge was expected to con- 
tinue, and leaders of the armed 
forces were reported keeping up 
pressure on Mrs. Peron to resign 
or take a long leave of absence. 
‘There was more terrorism Tues- 
day, raising the death toll for 
the year 1975 to 898. Bomb 
blasts in a crowded theater in 
downtown Buenos Aires and at 
the headquarters of the army 
command killed one person and 
injured nine others. Rightist ter- 
rorists kidnapped and killed three 
leftists in Buenos Aires suburbs. 

Federal judge Alfredo Nocettt 
Fasolino, who is investigating 
charges of corruption in Mrs. 
Peron’s regime, announced that 
she was Dot at fault when she 
signed a check in July transfer- 
ring the equivalent of $700,000 
from the funds of a public char- 
ity to the estate of her late 
husband, Juan Peron. 


Vietnam to Allow 
Repatriation of 
Two GIs’ Bodies 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1 (NYT). 

—The North Vietnamese govern- 
ment has informed Sen. Edward 
Kennedy that it is prepared to 
return the remains of two Ma- 
rmes who were the last U.S. 
servicemen killed in the Vietnam 
war. . 
‘The Massachusetts Democrat's 
office Tuesday made public 8 
letter from Nguyen Duy Trinh, 
the North Vietnamese foreign 
minister, stating that the Provi- 
sional Revolutionary Government 
in South Vietnam had found the 
place where the two men had 
been buried and had identified 
their remains. 

In the letter, Mr. Trinh told 
Sen. Kennedy: 

“We think that there will be 
no obstacle in your sending of 
your people to Vietnam to under 
take the repatriation of these re- 
mains.” 

A Kennedy aide was expected 
to leave shortly for Saigon. 

The two Marine corporals, 19- 
year-old Darwin Judge and 
Charles McMahon, 22, were killed 
in a rocket attack on Tanson- 
nhut Airport on April 28 during 
the U.S. evacuation of Saigon. 


Sihanouk in Cambodia 
BANGEOK, Jan. 1 (AP).— 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, Cam- 
bodia’s titular chief of state, ar- 
rived in Phnom Penh from 
Peking yesterday and was cheer- 
ed by a crowd of nearly 1,000 
persons at the airport, the 
Phnom Penh radio said today. 


The check was recalled when 
it came to light, and the judge 
accepted the government's ex- 
planation that Mrs. Peron signed. 
i by mistake. But the vice- 
president of the charity has re- 
fused to testify before the con- 
gressional investigating commit- 
tee, after being quoted as saying 
Mrs. Peron's signing was not a 
mistake. 

The 44-year-old President suf- 
fered another blow Tuesday when 
the congressional committee got 
the federal police to issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of Jose Lopez 
Rega, Mrs. Peron's closest adviser 
and the dominant figure in her 
regime until the opposition of 
the labor movement and the mili- 
tery forced her to send him to 
Europe in July. 

Mr. Lopez Rega is accused of 
mishandling public funds, falsify- 
Ing documents and fostering 
rightist terrorism. He has been 
living in Spain as a special am- 
bassador, but the government an- 
nounced Tuesday that it had ac- 
cepted his resignation. 

Msgr. Adolfo Tortolo, the 
chaplain of the armed forces, 
was reported negotiating between 
Mrs. Peron and the military lead- 
ers seeking her replacement by 
Senate President Italo Luder. 
The prelate’s mediation helped 
end an air force rebellion against 
Mrs. Peron last week, 

‘Any Sacrifce’ 

A newspaper said he told it, 
“The President would be prepar~ 
ed for any sacrifice if she were 
sure it would contribute to the 
pacification of the country.” 

A bomb exploded in a bath- 
room of the Estrellas Theater 
while actress Nacha Guevara was 
performing Tuesday, She re- 
turned from Mexico some weeks 
ago aiter being threatened by 
rightist terrorists, Miss Guevara 
was not hurt, but police said a 
member of the theater's technical 
crew was killed and that at least 
three other persons were injured. 

The army said a bomb on the 
fifth floor of its headquarters 
was planted by 4 soldier linked 
to leftist guerrillas. It went off 
year the office of the chief of 
staff, Gen. Roberto Viola, and 
injured six soldiers.

When Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
clamped a state of emergency on India last 
dune, imposing censorship and arresting 
thousands of political opponents, she: ex- 
pressed confidence that conditions woud 
“speedily improve ta enable us to dispense 
‘with this proclamation as soon as possible.’ 
Now Mrs. Gandhi has announced an exten- 
sion of the emergency and postponed for 
@ year the parliamentary elections scheduled 
for early in 1976. 

‘These moves, along with the Congress 
party’s endorsement of changes in the 
Constitution presumably to make it more 
responsive tothe current needs of the people 
and the demands of the present,” accelerate 
a trend already painfully cierr. India is 
being transformed by fiat from parliamen- 
tary democracy to authoritarian regime, 
Mrs. Gandhi may go down in history as the 
Prime Minister who destroyed the democra- 
tic system established by her father, Jawa- 
hharial Nehru. when India became inde- 
pendent in 1947, 

Prime Minister Gandhi towers above any 
other political figure in India and obviously 
retains an almost mystical appeal for the 
masses. There is no reason to doubt that 
she would have led the Congress party to 
another decisive victory in March, especially 


with many of her leading opponents, Includ- 
ing two dozeh members of parliament, stili 
in prison and unable to campaign. But re- 
pression becomes a disease; and Mrs. Gandhi 
is now evidently unwilling to risk even a 


" minor setback at the hands of the voters. 


India retains the trappings of a democ- 
racy and its leaders still pay lip service to 
freedom. But a once vigorous press has 
been largely reduced to docility by official 
pressures and censorship, the courts have 
been undetmined by a decree exempting the 
Prime Minister and other officials from 
their jurisdiction, and another drastic meas- 
ure authorizes indefinite detention without 
charge or trial even if the emergency is 
eventually lifted. Νὴ 

Perhaps India’s version of Westminster 
democracy needed revisions to meet current 
problems; but substantial constitutfonal 
changes, to be effective, must be accom- 
Plished by some process of consensus and 
consent, Mrs. Gandhi’s “guided democracy” 
is no more democratic than the system 1π|- 
posed for 2 time on Indonesia by the late 
President Sukarno. And the Prime Minister 
is now making it dismayingly evident. that 
her departure from the practices of a free 
society is no tentporary thing.

Chinese Puzzle 


Even Moscow, it apyears, was as totally 
unprepared as the rest of the world for 
Peking's decision to release three Soviet 
helicopter crewmen it had been holding as 
prisoners since March, 1974, and even to 
suggest some regret over the incident and 
8 desire to make partial amends. 

The Soviet ambassador to China has said 
he is as mystified by it as anybody else, 
while Tass indicates that the Kremlin itself 
is puzzled. Inevitably, there is now wide- 
spread speculation about what it all means, 
if anything. 

While an unabated flow of vitriolic anti- 
Soviet propaganda from Chinese sources 
continues a5 usual, some observers believe 
nevertheless that Peking may have given 
Moscow 2 signal reminiscent of 1939, when 
Stalin opened the way for the Soviet-Nazi 
pact of that year. 

In this view, the Chinese have now dem- 
onstrated to Moscow that they can be 
reasonadle, and can treat even Soviet mili- 
tary personnel in civilized fashion—while 


still denouncing the Russians 23 warmongers 


and imperialists. - - 

The Chinese gesture has followed véry 
closely President Ford’s unimpressive visit 
to Peking and the Senate's vote to cut off 
covert U.S. aid to anti-Soviet forces in 
Angola. i 

Thus Peking may have decided that it was 
improbable that the United States would 
provide tangible help in any future Soviet- 
Chinese confrontation, and that it would be 
best to ease tensions with Moscow to make 


᾿ such 8. confrontation less likely. 


The rift between the two Communist 
giants has been 2 centraj factor in the world 
power equilibrium since the early 1960s, The 
release of the airmen opens δὲ least the pos- 
sibility that moves may be made to heal 
that rift. in whole or in part.
